Reports were rife early yesterday morning. 
that the dam acioss the Feeder, in the Town of 
Palos, which was the prime caure of the destruc- 
tion of property aready noted in these columns, 
had broken, and tbit the waters were rapidly re- 
ceding. The repats could not be traced 
to any reliable source, however. Com- 
missioner Guenther, living in the Town 
of Worth, was in the city during the 
dav, and said that he lud heard the report after 
reaching here, but thathe knew nothing of his 
own knowledge more tao that when he left 
home the water a; peard a little higher than it 
was the day previous. Ie did not appear to 
credit the report, from the fact that the draw 
was very strong. but on the contrary was appre- 
hensive that the rains of the day would swell 
the flood and increase the destruction of 
property along the entire ine of the Feeder. 
especially through the Towns of Palos and 
Worth. He was full of hope however, that he 
would find the dam broken on reaching home 
last evening, as he regarded its breaking as 

THE ONLY WAY 
in which the flood could be abated for some time 
tocome. If it was not broken by the force of 
the water, or »y the streagth of mdiguant prop- 
erty-holders in the vicinity, he saw no 
escape from the overflow. except 
by gradual absorption, which io the present 
condition of the ground would scarcely be ac- 
complished during the summer. Every day the 
water remained standing, he said, added to the 
destruction of property in the vicinity, and he 
reckoned the damage as of a public rather than 
individual character.

up, which was for some reason unsuccessful. The 
attempt, he said, was made by indignant property- 
bolders, and he regarded the failure, from what- 
ever cause, a calamity ual with the present 
flood. He substantiated the reports of the ex- 
tent of the damage done by the overflow. as al- 
ready published in Tue Trisuwe, and, casting 
his eye toward the threatening clouds, expressed 
a fear that the worst had not vet come. e was 
very bitter in his denunciation of the dam, and, 
in mentioning it in rapid conversation, not in- 
frequently gave vent to some bard English. 

COMMISSIONER CONLY, 

of Palos, was also questioned on the\ subject 
dusing the day. He had nothing new to im- 


part, not having been home since last inter- 


viewed. He had heard of the breaking of the 
dam, but accepted it simply as a rumor, and 
did not remember who it was he bad heard speak 
of it.

TORNADO AT MACOMB.

Macoms, III., Aug. 4.—-About half-past 5 
o'clock this evening this city was visited with 
the most damaging tornado ever known in this 
county. Heavy clouds gathered in the north 
and northwest, and at half-past 5 the rain fell in 
such force as to entirely flood the streets, the 
sidewalks floating. Such a quantity of rain has 
never been known to fall in this city in such a 
short space of time. The wind, for about five 
minutes, was a perfect hurricane. It started in 
the northwestern part of the city, blowing up the 
trees in the yard of Mayor McLeaa, and 
blowing over sheds and ont-honses. It next 
etruck the west end of the large brick Methodist 
Church, blowing down the west half of the 
building, unroofing it, and carrying it away. 
The new steeple was completed ope month ago. 
The roof was new, and the building was one of 
the largest, oldest, and most substantial in the 
city. he east end of the building is standing, 
and but little damaged. The steeple Was on the 
west end, and the new bell, put up a few weeks 
ago, was blown duwn with the belfry and 
steeple. The church is located one block 
north of the square. The new brick foundry of 
Fisher Broe., a large substantial one-story brick, 
one block northeast of the church aod two 
blocks north of the square, across the railroad 
track, bad the west end blown in and nearly balf 
of the roof carried to the northeast and a large 
part of it carried 50 yards to the southeast, fall 
ing upon the track andthe depot platform. The 
new two-story brick block on the 
southeast corner of the square, 
150 feet long, owned by David Scott 
which was just being finished, was completely 
demolished, with the exception of the rear half 
of it. The front part of the block is a complete 
mass of ruins, running back 80 or 90 feet. Trees 
were uprooted and blown down in various parts 

of the city. Tae chimneys on the Opera-House 
were carried away by the storm, and windows 
were dashed to pieces in some of our most sub- 
stantial business houses. The entire damage to 
buildings in the city, so far as we can judge at 
this time, will be from $15,000 to $20,000. The 
heaviest loss falls upon Mr. Scott and the Method- 
ist Church.

THE OHIO BIVER.

Carmo, III., Ang. 4.— The Ohio is now, at 7 p. 
m., at 44 feet aud 5 inches on the gauge, and 
the news from up the Ohio is very discouragiog. 
A big rise is coming out of the Tennessee and 
Cumberland, also out of the Wabash, conse- 
quently, at Evansville and Paducah the water is 
coming up fast. Ourrisein the last twenty- 
four hours has been 9 inches against 11 inches 
the preceding day. If the Onio continues rising 
here at the same rate for twenty-four 
hours, it will be fiom 4 to 6 miles 
wide from Columbus, Ky., up towards 
Paducah for a long aistance. At 47 feet on the 
gauge at Cairo, the Mississippi will overflow the 
Miseouri shore, and the Cairo levees will be in 
dapger. It i impossibie to estimate the un- 
easiness felt ud the damage already done in the 
Ohio and Mississippi Valles. It looks now as 
though we are to have a repetition of the dan- 
gerous floods of other years that destroyed the 
levees of the Mississippi and laid waste millions 
of acres. The weatheris warm, and cloudy a 
little this evening. The oldest river men here 
never saw such floods before ia July or August. 
There is dauger all around us. 

ABOVE AND BELOW gr. LOTIS.

Sr. Lovis, Aug. 4.—Since yesterday's reports 
the river at this point has fallen fourteen inches. 
Reporte trom the West and North give a heavy 
rain fall, which will undoubtedly keep the river 
at its present stage, if it does not rise. There is 
considerable upeasiness, and many steamboat- 
men predict a heavy rise. The weather to-night 
indicates that another rain-storm is imminent. 
Ine Mississippi broke through the em- 
bankment to-day at Carson, eight miles 
above here, on the Illinois side, and 
the country one mile back from the river is 
tiooded with water. A number of small farms 
and iarge tracts of uncultivated land are com 
pletely inundated. This morsing the wind 
washed the waters of a slough against the Tole- 
do, Waoash & Western Railroad track. A few 
hours later the embankment began to elide, and 
almost immediately thereafter it broke to such 
an extent that it was impossible to get 
the locomotives, seven in number, from the 
round- house. Efforts have beeu made all day to 
get the engines out, but, the track breaking in 
several places, it has been impossible to run 
them out. Along Cahokia Creek the water has 
come up in the houses, and at least a dozen fam- 
ilies have moved out. Three switch-houses be- 
tween the levee and Cahokia Creek, on the To- 
ledo, Wabash & Western Railroad, have been 
washed away, the foundations being undermined. 
Water began creeping through the ground around 
the East St. Louis Roliing-Mul, and, if it contin- 
aes, that building will be surrounded by 5or 6 
feet of water. Portions of East St. Louis east 
of Cahokia Creek are covered by 4 feet of water. 
Some of the spots have not been submerged 
since 1862. The interruption to railroad travel 
is very serious. Hundreds of persons who 
desire to go east are detained here unable 
to obtain transportation. There is great 
confusion among railroad men, and all are pushb- 
ing ahead to repair their roads. [he last through

O., Aug. 4.—A special correspond- 
ent’ of the Commercial, who is examining the 
effects of the flood in Southern Ohio. reports to- 
night having traveled from Portsmouth up the 
Scioto Valley as far as Hinton, finding a con- 
tinuous scene of — slong the entire 
route. The Scioto River ad rung and u ever 
the entire valley, ‘the th of water ranging 
from 5 to 80 feet. y actual count he 
reports 3,000 acres of corn gone, causing entire 
loss to the owvers. The crop promised an ar- 
erage vieid of 60 bushels to the acre. This loss 
ocears in a territory only 16 miles long, and l- 
ing in Scioto County. These figures will prob- 
ably be increased by the entire destruction of 
the wheat crop and most of the hav. Northwest 
from the Scioto line the devastation continues, 
probably all the way to Columbus. Residents 
of the valley for fifty years say that 
no similar destruction of crops by overflow 
has ever ocourred before. The tiver has been 
higher, but not at this season of the year. The 
loss in the Ohio Valley alone 18 estimated at over 
balf a million dollars. 

CINGINNATI 

Cinctnnati. O., Aug. 4.—The water from the 
river is invading the cellars in Broadway, Syca- 
more, Walnut, aud Vine streets, the depth vary- 
ing from a few inches to 4 or 5 feet. Nearly all 
the cellars on the streets mentioned up as far 
as Second street are floooded, the water reach- 
ing them through the sewers. The greatest 
damage is reported on Vine street, where 
the water was not expected to reacb. 
in. Mill Creek Valley it has taken away 
a portion the Davton Short Line 
Railroad, but trains are runnin 40 At 
the lower end of Sixth — & number of 
houses have from 2 to 4 feet of water on the first 
floor.

THE WABASH RIVER.

Buurrron, Ind., Aug. 4.— Ibe rumor of the 
breaking of the large reservoir at Celina, O., is 
confirmed by the heavy rise of the Wabash River. 
The railroad. bridge is still standing. John 
Thomas, a farmer, living 2 miles east of this 
place, had 25 acres of wheat washed away, and 
started down the river in a boat wich his son to 
save the pieces of fence. The boat capsized, 
throwing both occupants into the water. Mr. 
Thomas was drowned, but his son succeeded in 
making his way to some willows, where he hung 
on the limbs for three ‘hours, when be was res- 
cued. The body of Mr. Thomas has not yet 
been recovered. Daniel Hilbert sailed away up 
the river in a boat last night. This morning the 
bot came back without Hilbert, who must of 
course have been drowned.

A REIGN OF CRIME IN IOWA. 
Special Correspondence af The Chicago 1 

Des Mores, Ia., Aug. 2.—Murder, rape, and 
snicide are terribly on the increase in this State. 
Six murders within the last month, half-a-dozen 
eases of rape, and several suicides, make up a 
record which startles the reader of the daily 
paper, and causes the good citizen and the 
statesman to ask whyitis so. Fifty-seven cases 
of. rape have been reported this season, and 
there have been not more than three convictions 
for the crime. The murderer takes life with 
scarce a fear of penalty. 

One of the most atrocious murders recorded 
ocourred near Afton, in Union County, on Pri- 
day lart. A farmer named Alfred Van Sickle 
started for Afton, with his wife, two children, 
abd wife’s sister, to take the cars fora trip to 
Indiana, where the man was to settle an estate 
by which he was to get about $800. When about 
8 miles from the etation, he placed his arm 
around his wife, drew her up to him, and kissed 
ber. Oue report says he said to her, Lou 
have made me a great deal of trouble, 
and have got to die, and drew a revolver aod 
shot her in the breast. Another report is, that 
he said not a word to her, but shot her, when 
she sprang to her feet, exclaiming, “* Oh! don't 
shoot me-avy more.” He sbot her again, when 
she leaped tothe ground. He shot her again, 
and she fell dead. Meanwhile the children and 
sister fled and gave the alarm, aud some people 
went to the rescue. On arriving at the spot, 
the man had laid out the body of the wife, fold- 
ed the arms across the breast, laid bimeelf 
by the body, and shot himself through the bead.

WHISKY NEWS. 


THE ST. LOUIS EX-SUPERVISOR. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Sr. Lob. Mo., Aug. 4.—In the United States 
District Court this forenoon in the case of the 
United States vs. John McDonald, ex-Supervi- 
sor of internal Revenue, et al., Judge Treat 
decided to certify the demurrer to the Circuit 
Court. It was confidently expected that he 
would render a very elaborate decision in the 
matier. A large crowd had assembled to hear 
bis opinion, and his deciming to assume 
the responsibility of deciding the ques- 
tion in point was a source of 
considerable disappointment. The defendants 
are charged with destroving and mutilating rec- 
tifying records belonging to the Government. 
The demurrer was based upon the ground that 
the indictment did not set out that the papers 
destroyed were the property of the Government, 
and the additional ground that the offense was 
alleged to be a felony, while it was simply a mis- 
demeanor. Ia remitting the matter to the Circuit 


Court, the Judge assigned as his reason for so 


doing that the questions of law involved in the 
motion were of such a difficult aud complicated 
character that he preferred that the Court would 
pass upon them. Tbe next term of the Circuit 
Court, Judge Miller presiding, sits here on the 
20th of September, at which time the question 
will eome up before him for consideration. It 
bas transpired that the Attorney-General had 
‘sent instructions from Washington te the United 
States District Attorney bere to have the 
parties immediately rearrested upon a charge of 
misdemeanor in the event Judge Treat decided 
that it was an error to charge felouy. Should 
Judge Miller quash the indictment upon that 
ground, the same policy will be pursued. 


SEIZURES IN CHICAGO. 

Wasninaton, D. C., Aug. 4.—Elmer Wash- 
burn, Chief of the Secret Service, received a 
dispatch this evening stating that the Secret 
Service operatives seized this afternoon, in Chi- 
cago, 400 barrels of illicit whisky which has been 
hidden ever since the May raid on the whisky 
ring. The whisky, the dispatch says, was taken 
“ dead to rights.” The detectives received a 
hint that large amounts were concealed at the 
time of the May seizures, and have been hunt- 
ing for it until now. This whisky is understood 
to belong to several distillling and rectifying es- 
tablishments, and, it is supposed, was concealed 
in & warehouse. 


Upon inguiry of Gen. Webster, the Collector 
of Internal Revenue, it was ascertained that the 
report of the seizure referred to in the above 
dispateh had been caused by the fact that about 
400 barrels of old whisky had been discovered in 
a warehouse, where they had been stored for 
over two months, and had been detained for ex- 
amination. Part of them are ascertained to be 
crooked, and they will be seized. The examina- 
tion bas not been completed. It is supposed 
they were smuggled out of some bonded ware- 
house, and privately stored, to be shipped aws 
as s00n as the watchfulness of Government offi- 
Cials was somewhat relaxed.

WHAT JUDGE MORRIS SAYS, 
New York Herald, Aug. 3. 

Ex-Judge Samuel D. Morris, the Attorney of Record 
in the ease; was visited last night by e Herald re- 
porter in reference to the renewal of proceedings in 
the great scandal case. He stated, in answer to the 
numerous questions addressed to bim, that although 
notice of trial had been served upon the attorneys of 
the defendant, the Rev., H. W. Beecher, yet there 
appeared to be a mistaken notion abroad m regard 
to this, for it was generally looked upon as a 
“new ™” trial, while in fact it was no such thing, 
but simply «a trial of the original 
the first ugs hang resulted in 
a disagreement of the jury, which made the case stand 
as it was before it ever came before the Court. He 
stated that he wished to correct this erroneous opinion, 
and to have it understood that there could be no new 
trial or retrial until a jury had rendered a verdict ei- 
ther for one side or the other. At present the case 
stands,” said Judge Morris, “simply as though it had 
never been argued before u jury, and the papers we 
have served on Messrs, Shearman and Sterling, as 
the legal representatives of Mr. Beecher, were 
simply the ordinary notices given in any cause of 
action that was placed on the calendar. The case 
of Tilton va. Beecher is still undecided, and remains 
on the list of causes to tried, for the reason that 
there has been no decision in the case. With regard 
to the question of damages I can only say that the 
amount ($100,000), as stated in the original papers, re- 
mains thesame; but whether any steps will be taken to 
— the case to trial without any such question being 
involved I decline to say, The issue which we pro- 
pose to try in the present instance is whether Henry 
Ward Beecher committed adultery with Mrs. Niza 
beth Tilton. We have had enough of trying outside 
collateral matters, and this time we want to con- 
fine the trial to the main issue of fact, There is 
no reason that I can see why the whole proceeding 
should occupy more than ten days ore fortnight at 
the outside, ere is some testimony of the test 
importance, which we shall introduce in the tris!, 
which was not brought to the notice of the jury iu the 
late proceedings, and which will materially alter the 
complexion of the whole affair. We know Mr. Beech- 
er is guilty, and this time we intend to prove him so. 
What the new testimony is I must decline to say; but 
it will undoubtedly show Mr. Beecher up in his true 
colors, The disagreement by the jury, which was the 
result of the protracted proceedings which 
closed some four or five weeks ago, we con- 
sidered most wunestisfactory, and now we pro- 
pose to have the point st issue settled in a 
manner that will leave no possible room for doubt, ir- 
respective of any question of damagea, The counsel 
on either side had the right to bring the case again be- 
fore the courts, and we have simply exercised our pre-

The State Cen- 
tral Committee cannot hope to influence the 
choice of these officials, and we know of no 
reason why it shouid.~ If the purpose is to 
discuss the Presidential campaign and a Pres- 
idential candidate, our advice is: Don't.“ 
More harm than good will come of it. The 
Democrats in Ohio are making the best pos- 
sible campaign for the Republican party. 
The Democrats everywhere are splitting on 
the rock of inflation and repudiation, and the. 
thing for Republicans to do is to quietly let 
them split. When the time comes around 
for nominating Presidential candidates, it will

RESUMING SPECIE-PAYMENTS. 

There is a wide diversity of opinion among 
many intelligent persons who favor it, as to 
the plan of resuming specie payments. Many 
able articles over various signatures have been 
published in Tax Tarsunz, but there is a fatal 
error, in our judgment, in all of them. It 
lies at the foundation of the system of gov- 
ernmental paper money, and cannot be cured 
by any patent process. | 
One of these writers, in yesterday’s Turn- 
unn, replying to the suggestion of others, 
insists that, as a preparatory measure for 
specie resumption, it is essential that the 
Government should accumulate large quanti- 
ties of bullion, and refers to the Bank of 
France, which belongs to private stockhold- 
ers, and which has now 8180, 000, 000 gold in 
its vaults and $55,000,000 of notes outstand- 
ing. In this way, it is argued, the Bank will 
gradually reach a specie basis. When suffi- 
cient gold has thus been obtained, our cor- 
respondent claims the Government will be in 
a condition to resume. If this means that 
the Government would then be in a condition 
to redeem its currency and retire it, we ad- 
mit the fact; but if it means that the Gov- 


} ernment will then be in a condition to 


maintain specie payments and reissue its 
notes, and keep them afloat, then the as- 
sumption is net a correct one. The Bank of 
France, or any bank having the real capital, 
may begin specie payment and maintain it 


| without difficulty. But the Government has 


no capital; it has none of the facilities for 
getting its notes back into circulation that 
banks have; it has no income from its busi- 
ness, and, unlike the bank, has no profits. 
Its function asa banker is merely to issue 
notes, without any money to redeem them 
with. The bank, as fast as its notes are re- 
deemed, lends them out again at interest; it 
receives deposits, which jit uses as if its own 
money, and, by loans and discounts 
of its capital, notes, and deposits, earns 
money, which strengthens its means of doing 
business. The Government of the United 
States, on the contrary, has no capital. It 
has nothing on whith to draw to pay its 
greenbacks. Its only income is the proceeds 
of taxation, and no one proposes to raise gold 
by taxation to redeem the greenbacks. It 
ean only accumulate gold by increasing taxa- 
tion or by the sale of bonds, and to 
this the country ought never to sub- 
mit. But assuming that the gold 
was accumulated in sufficient quantity to 
warrant redemption of the greenbacks, how 
is the Government to get the greenbacks 
back into cireulation? The only process 
that is practicable is that of buying bonds 
with them; and when the bonds are bought, 
and the notes have been again put in circula- 
tion, and are presented for redemption, then 
to get gold to redeem them the bonds must 
be sold again. It is only by a see-saw opera- 
tion of this kind that the Government can 
ever float a paper currency at par, and each 
time the operation is repeated it must be at 
a heavy loss. This proposition is too plain 
to require argument, for it will get less for 
its bonds as a seller than it must give as a 


There is, therefore, but one way in which 
the Government can get back to specie pay- 
menis without loss or any disturbance of 
business, y but certainly. The 
Government of the United States has but a 
limited function in the matter of finance. 
Ordinarily, ite duty is to levy and collect a 
revenue equal to the payment of all its ex- 
penses. At the end of the year it ought not 
to owe anything and have no surplus save 


| such as may be incidental to an excess of 


revenue over the estimated receipts. When, 
however, extraordinary expenditures occur 
which had not been foreseen, or sudden

large debt, it will take a longer time. When 
a lawfal demand is made on the Treasury for 

the Government must hanestly 
either pay the same or give a time-note 
bedring interest. Under the law of every 


commercial nation, all evidences of debt bear 


interest after maturity. The United States 
Government make this nation an exception. 
Instead of paying interest on its over-due 
Treasury notes, it forces them on the people 
as money, and they are daily sold at the Gold 
Exchange, and two or three times a month 
the Secretary of the Treasury purchases some 
millions of these due-bills of the Govern- 
ment at auction, and then reissues them 
in payment of current expenses. Of 
course this “money,” like all other 
paper which is not paid, is bought and sold at 
a discount, and is actually trafficked in by the 
Treasury Department. The Government has 
but one of two courses to pursue in order to 
deal honestly with the public creditors, and 
that is to redeem these notes as they are pre- 
sented, or to offer to the creditor in exchangg 
for them a gold bond payable at the option 
of the Government and bearing a low rate of 
interest, say 3.65 per annum in coin. That 
rate would be equal to about 4 per cent on 
the present value of the paper. That would 
settle the question of resumption of specie 
payments. There would be no occasion for 
accumulating gold, nor any occasion for in- 
crease of taxation, When the currency should 
so depreciate as to be of less value than the 
bond, it would seek investment in the bond, 
and disappear. It is not probable that the 
retirement would be roepid. At first a con- 
siderable demand, say 20 per cent, would be 
surrendered for bonds in one or two years ; 
the value of the remainder increasing, the 
retirement would be slower. Gradually but 
certainly, and extending over several years, 
the Government notes would grow less in 
volume, but would steadily approach par. 

This gradual retirement of the greenbacks 
would produce no stringency or derangement 
of the money market, because the bonds into 
which they were funded by the people would 
be of equal value with the outstanding cur- 
rency, and would circulate im all the larger 
business transactions and pass freely as 
money. In the meantime, private capital 
being set free and relieved of the standing 
menace of the fluctuations of legal-tenders, 
would rapidly organize specie-paying banks 
with a currency redeemable in coin ; and 
thus all over the land we would have seal 
dollars once more, and no longer be cursed 
and paralyzed with a currency legalized as 
money, of no certain value, and by its fluc- 
tuations. keeping all trade, production, and 
investment in a condition of terror and 
peril. 

THE ‘‘ORGANS” ON THURMAN. 

The recent remarkable attempt of Senator 
Tuveman to ride two horses at once going 
in different directions has produced some 
equally remarkable criticisms upon the part of 
the Democratic organs. As nearly all these 
organs have some special candidate in train- 
ing for the Presidency, and as Senator Txur- 
Max is training himself for that position in a 
very anomalous manner, his course is, to say 
the least, very distressing and bewildering to 
them. The Ohio platform, which lies at the 
basis of Democratic aspirations for the Presi- 
dency, is clear enough in its enunciations 
upon the currency question. It is scrip and 
inflation first, last, and all the time. It 
is in favor of scrip as the currency of the 
country, and of the unlimited expan- 
sion of it, regardless of its deprecia- 
tion or fluctuations. And now comes 
Senator Taurman into the Ohio campaign 
and mixes up the issues with the declaration 
that gold and silver and convertible paper 
are the only honest currency, and that scrip 
and inflation can only lead to extravagance, 
speculation, gambling, and ultimate irrepar- 
able injury to the trade and commerce of the 
country. Now Senator Tuurman is a Demo- 
erat and a candidate for the Presidency. The 
Ohio platform of shinplasters is the Demo- 


cratic platform of that State. The Ohio elec- | 


tion this fall it is thought will settle any 
question which may arise touching Demo- 
cratic chances of success in 1876, and the 
election will turn upon this Democratic issue 
of scrip, and Tavrman with his hard-money 
doctrine is working for the success of the 
Ohio Democracy with their scrip platform, 
which success will compel the National 
Democracy to go into the campaign upon the 
same platform of oceans of debased scrip. 
This anomalous position of Senator Tuvr- 
man has set all the organs grinding in all 
kinds of keys. In the midst of the general 
din, we select two of the representatives, 
the New York World and Cincinnati En- 
guirer, one of which is for honest money and 
the other for dishonest money. The New 
York World likes Senator Tuvrman’s doc- 
trines, but it does not like it that Senator 
Tuurman should have uttczed them, as it 
has a candidate of its own in training for the 
Presidency; so its criticism, as might 
naturally be expected, is nine parts of dec- 
trine to one part of Tnunuux, its enthusiasm 
culminating in the remark that Senator 
Tuurmay is entitled to the most respectful 
and considerate appreciation of his fellow- 
Democrats for this effort to rescue his 
party in Ohio, if possible, from an assassin’s 
stroke.” This is about as enthusiastic 
as a man in a wet blanket would be,—a sort 
of damning with faint praise, a gentle patting 
on the back with the encouraging praise: 
Tour doctrine is very nice. It entitles you 
to respect and appreciation ; but wait until 
we bring out our man on your platform. 
While you are entitled to respect, he will 
arouse the enthusiasm and fire the hearts of 
the Democratic masses.” This is virtually 
what the criticism of the New York World 
expresses. Now let us hear from the other 
side. The New York World sarcastically al- 
ludes to the secret machinations of the 
Cincinnati corruptionists who gather about 
the Lnquirer office.” Let us hear from the 
Enquirer, therefore, and its festering barna- 
cles, and see how the rag-money men feel :

THE CITY MARSHAL. 

We understood at one time yesterday that 
Mr. Grorcs L. Dyxxar, recently confirmed 
City Marshal by the Common Couneil, had 
decided to notify the Mayor that he would not 
accept the office unless the ordmance ereating 
it be remanded to the shape in which it was 
when the position was tendered to him. No 
one could have blamed Mr. Duxx ur for taking 
this attitude. The amendments of the ordi- 
nance which the bummer Aldermen insisted 
upon before they would consent to confirm 
Mr. Duxrlar were at once an injustice and an 
insult to that gentleman. They reduced him 
to a mere figure-head. They simply sought 
his name as a respectable cover behind which 
to conceal the same sort of management of 
the police force, and by the same men, as 
there has beeny heretofore under the present 
City Administration. They put upon him the 
responsibility before the people, but divest 
him of pretty much all the authority. They 
confer on Jake Reum and Mun Hickey the 
authority to run the, force as they see 
fit, but use Mr. Duxzar's name to silence 
public criticism and lull public suspicions. 
There would have been no wonder in Mr. 
DouniaP declining to become the cat s- paw in 
a scheme of this kind; it is more surprising, 
indeed, that a gentleman with so much at 
stake should take such a risk. 

The organization of the police force in this 
city may be likened to that of a military 
regiment. Mr. Duxzar, under the last ordi- 
nance, will be nominally the Colonel, Ren» 
the Lieutenant-Colonel, and Hier the 
Major; there will be four Captains, twenty 
Sergeants, and 600 privates. But the ordi- 
nance deprives the Colonel DuxtAr) of every 
vestige of authority over his men, and con- 
fers it all on his Lieutenant-Colonel (ken). 
Col. Doxzar will have nothing to do but sign 
the pay-rolls and flourish his sword on dress- 
parade, while the disciplining of the regiment, 
the appointment and removal of the men, 
ere all in the hands of Lieut.-Col. Rex». 
Col. Dunzap is expected to stand by and 
suck his thumb, while Lieut.-Col. Rexam or. 
ganizes and reorganizes, drills and directs, re- 
wards and punishes, discharges and appoints, 
and dispenses the favors. But, if the regi- 
ment does not make a good showing on the 
parade-ground, or if it runs in the face of the 
enemy, or if it otherwise disgraces itself, the 
people will court-martial the Colonel for the 
shortcomings of the Lieutenant-Colonel and 
his other subordinates, upon whom his au- 
thority has been conferred by ordinance, 
We do not think any competent military man 
would serve his country under so humiliating 
a condition, and we are surprised that Mr. 
DunxaP did not decline a similar situation in 
civil life. The chances are that he will dis- 
appoint the people and sacrifice himself with- 
out having the power to do the public any 
real service. 

The amended ordinance confers the most 
extraordinary and unheard-of powerupon the 
Lieutenant-Colonel. Sec. 5 of the ordinance 
contains the following: 

Sec. 8. The said force shall consist of one General 
Superintendent of Police, one Deputy Superintendent 
of Police, four Captains of Police, twenty Sergeants, 
and the police patrolmen now im the employ of the 
city, which may be increased or decreased from time 
to time, or any police patrolman may at any time be 
removed or dischgrged from the force by the Superin- 
tendent of the fored, with the concurrence of the City 
Marshal, 

The phraseology of this portion of the 
ordinance, whether so intended or not, un- 
questionably confers upon Lieut.-Col, Ream 
the power to increase or decrease the police 
force at any time he may see fit to do so. 
This is a power heretofore exercised by the 
Common Council exclusively, and by that 
body only one a year, viz., when the appro- 
priations are made for the current fiscal year. 
Mr. Rum is now authorized to increase 
the police force at his own motion 
a dozen times a year, requiring simply 
the concurrence of the City Marshal. 
He may thus add tens of thousands 
of dollars a year to the expenses of the City 
Government; for policemen appointed by 
him under this ordinance, and serving the 
city at his direction, would be able to recover 
their pay from the city even if the Council 
should refuse to appropriate the money for 
the extra men. We cannot see what special 
claim the Superintendent has established to 
this exceptional and dangerous power, for the 
unreasonable exercise of which the people 
will hold Mr. Duntap responsible. 

The fact is now apparent that the Police 
Board was abolished simply for the purpose 
of getting rid of Marx Suna us a punish- 
ment for his refusal to support the charter of 
1872, but that there was no purpose of 
changing the old order of things,—no inten- 
tion to assure the reorganization of the police 
force so as to run the gamblers, thieves, 
bunko, and confidence, and mock-anction men 
out of this city. Certainly the Council could 
not have expected this to be done by confer- 
ring all authority upon a subordinate who 
has had the control of the police force ever 
since Mr. Cor vm became Mayor, and under 
whom these evils have grown to their present 
alarming magnitude. While it is not proba- 
ble that Mr. Duxkzar has accepted the place 
of figure-head to apparently sanction what he 
will not have the power to prevent, it 1s not 
any more probable that the bummer Alder- 
men will recede from their plan; and it is to 
be feared that he will speedily discover that 
he has been placed in a false position. We 
do not believe that he is the man to consent 
that the use of his name shall serve to per- 
petuate the inefficiency of the Police Depart- 
ment; but we do not see how he can help 
himself, and there will be nothing left for 
him but to resign. If he shall succeed, un- 
der the circumstances, in closing the gam- 
bling-houses and running out of town the 
bunko-men, and thieves, and thugs, he will 
deserve all the more credit for the work, but 
the prospect for this is bad. 


The cable has brought the intelligence that 
both the French Assembly and British Parlia- 
ment have passed bills incorporating thescheme 
for tunneling the British Channel which 
lies between England and France.

across the entire channel, and it was ascer- 
tained that there is probably a uniform chalk- 
ledge underlying the channel at the depth of 
about 240 feet, which can be bored through 
as readily as the clay in our Chicago tunnel 
work. As the channel is at no place more 
than 150 feet deep, this would give a bed of 
rock 100 feet thick between the water and 
the tunnel. The length of the tunnel will be 
about 21 miles under the water, with an ap- 
proach of 4 mileson each side, making the 
entire length about 30 miles. It is thought 
that the gases of the tunnel may be overcome 
by huge air fans at the openings, which 
would supply the necessary oxygen for health 
and comfort. It is estimated that the cost 
may be brought inside £5,000,000, or $25,- 
000,000 in gold, and that the work will re- 
quire about ten years for its completion. It 
isa gigantic undertaking, but one which, if 
successfully completed, will confer great 
benefits upon mankind.

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FIGHTING FOR TIME. 

It has now become sufficiently apparent 
that the City Hall office-holders are manipu- 
lating the quo-warranto case simply to gain 
time. The filing of new pleas, involving fur- 
ther delays, and the introduction of all sorts 
of legal quibbles and technicalities, are not 
in the interests of a decision upon the ques- 
tion involved, but are intended to stave off a 
decision, and get it made beyond the time 
for holding the city election. It is a desper- 
ate effort to defeat justice, and thereby con- 
tinue the present office-holders in office be- 
yond the time of election, thus enabling them 
to hold on another year or two years. Hav. 
ing stolen a charter into operation, they are 
now determined to steal themselves into 
office under it after their terms expire, by 
hindering the operations of justice. That is 
what is meant by the introduction 
of all these quibbles and _ technical- 
ities. They do not want a prompt and 
speedy decision upon the real question at 
issue,—that is, whether this charter was car- 
ried by ballot-box stuffing and frand,—but 
they want to hinder and thwart the due 
course of justice, and prevent a trial of the 
real issue until such time as may insure them 
continuance in office. They know well 
enough that the charter was obtained by 
fraud. If they believe that it was honestly 
carried, why are they making this fight for 
procrastination, and prolonging the contest 
by every quirk and quibble known to sharp 
practice of the law? Why do they not join 
issue at once upon the real question involved, 
and deniand an immediate trial and decision ? 
This they would do if they were honest, 
and this they will not do because they 
are dishonest. It is none the less the duty 
of honest Republicans, of honest Democrats, 
and of respectable citizens of all parties, to 
meet, just as if the charter election had never 
taken place, and make their nominations. for 
the otlices to be filled this fall, placing the 
strongest and best men in nomination. 
If the respectable people .of Chicago re- 
main inert in this matter, the bummers will 
prolong their term of effice, and a prolonga- 
tion of their term will be tantamount to its 
perpetuation.

Camp Harney, Black Hills, July 18.—Camp Harney, 
from which I write, is situated in the Back Hills of 
Dakota,—to be exact, im latitude 43 deg. 46 min. 20 
sec., and longitude 103 deg. 44 min. 45 sec, We havea 
permanent camp here, and send out surveying parties 
with small escorts to map the country within a radius 
of 50 miles. Weare about through with the southern 
part of the Hills, and te-morrow wil move up to the 
northward, witha view of establishing s pesmanent 
camp about 60 or 70 miles from here, where we will 
complete the survey of the northeasterm portion of 
the Hills, 

I notice that the Eastern papers are filled with lies 
about the gold-discoveries, I nave just as good op- 
portunities of knowing as anybody, and I am satisfied 
that, so far, no rich digg. ngs have been discovered, 
and I don't believe one nugget has been found. The 
gold, so far, is in very snfall scales ; and I, mot being an 
enthusiast, have failed to fad out wha: tue yield actu- 
ally is. I am satisfied that most of the mimers are not 
making 81 a day, and that perhaps one or two parties 
are making $2 a day, by much harder work than they 
would be required to do on any railroad in the United 
States.

I really believe. that, so 
far, all the stories of rich diggings have been invented 
by a few speculators, in order to get people 
out here to buy claims, The miners here are 
really not doing anything, but are lying 
back for the rush, in hopes of seliing out their claims 
at fabulous prices. I suppose there are about 500 
miners here now, scattered through the Hills. We 
Da ve no instructions to interfere with them, because 
we have other duties to perform. Most of them area 
poor, deluded set, who bave no idea of the difficulties 
they will have to contend against. They seem to have 
come out here thinking they would find the gold lying 
round loose, and that all they would have to do would 
be to load their wagons and start home with a fortune. 
I do not mean to say there are no rich deposits of gold 
in the Hills, because Iam no prophet; but I know 
that, up to the present time, they have not been dis-

The object is to allow the cireulation 
of air inside. A clever contrivance is used to 
keep out vermin, for a depository must needs be 
safe even against the lesser beasts of prey as 
well as burglars. No thof these vaults, behind 
them, is a column of three smailer vaults, equal- 
ly secure in construction. In this departmeat 
the bulkier property, not to be called for often, 
is placed. 

Retarning from these strong guardians of 
proverty, one sees the elevator used for lowering 

vy articles from the sidewalk above, and then, 
after passing out into the old department, the 
maesive doors swing slowly round, aud the place 
is again beimetica:iy sealed. Stabding in front 
of the silver vault” above referred to, which 
is in the basement and underlies two others, one 
ig struck with 

THE IMMENSITY OF ITS STRENGTH. 

The ponderous appearance does not alone in- 
dicate its resisting power. It is observable in 
the ingenious contrivances for foiling the almost 
equal ingenuity of burglars. Mass is not always 
strength; knowledge is. Both are in combina- 
tion here. 

The visitor, if that favored persor is allowed a 
thorough inspection of the premises, bas by this 
time acquired a taete for the marvelous, and 
that taste is gratified by an examination of the 
original treasare-vault built for money and 
papers before the fire. With a just pride in the 
resisting power of the building. the management 
of the bank has refrained from renewing the 
paint on its vestibule door. This was 
scorched a little in its experience of the Great 
Fire, but only enough to make it interesting. 
The inner or actual vault door was not even 
warmed. To reach the interior of this vault it 
requires the efforts of four men. The first door, 
weighing 4 tous. and 3 incbes thick, can be opeu- 
ed only by the co-operation of three men! The 
secret of the inner door is ib possession of a 
fourth. Once in, and one is shut out from the 
outer world by nearly 3 feet of masonry— 
fire-brick laid in cement —aud 8 inches of burg- 

metal. At ove end of the vault ts a mas- 
sive safe, containing three compartments, re- 
minding obe very strongly of those extraordina- 
ry Chinese puzzles with ivory balls containing 
still smaller ones, themselves contamed in oib- 
ers. 
On either side of this vault are arranged the 
boxes rented by bolders, each furnished wiih a 
key. These boxes are of various sizes, and are 
rented at from $10 to €30. The precautions 
us d to protect the Com) any from imposition by 
holders are minute, A holder, before he is fur- 
nished with a kev, is obliged to bring eufficient 
guarantees of respectabiluy. He is taken to the 
office, where his every characteristic is noted 
down, anda pen and ink photograph of bim 
entered ip the books, just as though he applied 
for a passport. He is furnished with a pass- 
word, and must always give ic before he can be 
admitted. Each box has its password as well as 
ite key in this vault, and even then too mach 
confidence must not be placed in the holder. 
He is aliowed access to his box as often as he 
likes, but he can cnly enter the vault in com- 
pany with a custodian; nor is he allowed to ex- 
amine his property there. He must take it out. 
Little private rooms, seven in number, fur- 
nished with lock and key ins de, are provided for 
him to inspect his pavers uvmolestea. When he 
wishes to replace his property,—bonds, certifi- 
cates of any kinds, notes, mortgages, abstracts, 
insurance policies, diamonds, curzency, builion, 
—whatever it is, he is escorted back to the vault, 
al owed to lock his box and depart. When the 
death of a box-hoider occars, his box is imme- 
diately sealed up, aud left for the executors 10 
open. 

intricate, substantial, perfect as is the arrange- 
ment of this vau!t, the largest and most remark- 
able is one built sioce ihe great fire. It wouid 
seem as though the other left no chance for im- 
provement, but here itis. At each end are two 
massive doors, one of the vestibule, the other of 
the vaalt itself. Ihe outer doors, 5 inches 
thick, fitted with tongues, grooves and offsets to 
render the iosertion of auychine as coarse as a 
hair impossible, and that for only a quarter of 
av inch, are resplendent in polished bolts, and 
intricate with a mass of metal which only a pro- 
fezsional could understaud fiom the most acc.- 
rate description. Doors at each end are neces- 
gary in case of accidegt—the sudden incapacity 
of one of the four med ho ding the four neces- 
sary combinations to un ock it, or a possible ex- 
pangion of the metals, or anything to prevent 
the doors opeving—and they give 

THE ADDITIONAL ADVANTAGE 

of a double pom: of view through the vault by 
day. Ihe interior of this repository 16 lived 
Sig inches deep with six alternate layers of won 
and steel, in addition to the masonry. Steel 
defies the most perfect instruments for dri Lug; 
the iron protects it against concussion. Tbhetwo 
are locked together by conical belts, aud protect- 
ed from the possibilitv of injury by fire by means 
of masoury—fire-brick and cement. The boxes 
in this vault are of two or three sizes, tae 
lurgest 12114 inches. Some are locked with com- 
binations, others with scutecheons: Ine custo- 
dian of the vault can and does lock up the key- 
hole, and thus balk a bogus holder, should such 
a person by apy possibility evade the Vigilance uf 
the other guardians of the treasure. During 
the panic this*vault and the one last deserived, 
were filled with money. How much will never 
be known. Certain it is that two adjoining 
boxes alone beld $3,000,000 cash! There are in 
these two vaults already 2,500 boxes, and room 
in them, together with another vault above, for 
4,000 ro all. 

There would seem to be no earthly: necessity 
for more vigilance vet, but the mapagers inaist 
upon it. The arrangements for watching the 
depository at night are minute and comprehen- 
sive. Two telegraph instruments, alternately 
used every quarter of an hour. convey sigvals to 
headquarters that the two night watchman are 
doing their duty. If the signal does not come, 
instant inguiry is made by a special messenger. 
The vaults are closed at 6 o'clock. Then one 
night watchman comes. The bank is then 
closed, when the night watchman, ove custodian, 
and tbe janitor are left ia charge. 
At 6 o'clock the other night wateh- 
man arrives, relieving the two latter. 
At 6 in the morniag a day watchman and jaaitor 
relieve one night watchman, and at 6:30 oue cus- 
todian relieves the otver night wa:chman, leav- 
ing the place in the hands of a custodian, dav 
watcomaa, and jauitor. Thetwo other custodians 
arrive at 8 and 8:30 respectively, take possession 
and open the vaults, by which time some of the 
officers of the bank are on hand. 

THE DISCIPLINE 
of the depository, it will be seen, is almost as 
remarkable as the mechanical ingenuity and ex- 
actoess of the material part of it. One has little 
idea how wonderiul the perfection is, excer 
from a careful view of it. Perhaps the most 
satisfactory test of all is to hold a box.

Within a century the material proeperity of all 
classes in the civilized world has increased won- 
derfully, but no class has made such strides on 
tlie road to certain independence as the winners 
of bread, the laborer and the artiean.

THE THEORY OF BAVINGS BANKS 

is simple enough for the comprehension of the 
dullest depositor. A busy community in which 
im ts are coustantly going fo: ward is 
always in need of money. It must borrow. 
The security which it offers is ample. In the 
case of individuals, it may be a mortgage upon 
real estate which it is desired to improve. In 
the case of municipalities like Chicago, or other 
governments, like Cook County and Illinois, it 
may be official ponds backed by the property and 
the good faith of such municipality or goveru- 
ment. 80 long as the security is ample it makes 
little difference what shape itis in. e borrow- 
er is able and willing to pay a specified amount 
of interest. If-every man were his own banker, 
such borrowing, while not wholly impracticable, 
could not be ble to thé extent which the 
needs of a business community render impera- 
tive. Banks serve to concenirate capital, and 
there worthy borrowers will find the sums they 
need. Savings banks perform a double 
service. They borrow in small sums. 
loan in larger. The difference between 
the interest they pay and the interest they re- 
ceive gives them a margin from shich the ex- 

nees of the institution are paid, leaving a um 
arger or smaller. accurding to the success of the 
bank, to be divided as profits among the 8 ock- 
holders. It is a purely busmess proceeding ; 
but it is attended witb such beneficent results in 
every direction as to be fairly entitled to be 
called phila.thropic. For the depositor there is 
convenience, safety, profit: In bis own custody 
his money would be in danger of loss or theft or 
his own improvidence. It would be inert, neither 
earning him anvthing, nor being of service to 
any one else. His savings, adden to those of 
thousands of others iu a safe and common re- 
pository, creates a mighty volume of movey, 
which, loaned again, keeps in circulation to the 
immense ber efit of the industry. commerce, and 
wealth of the community. There is, therefore, 
a benefit ali round,—a benefit to the depositor, 
the borrower, and the banker. 

THE STATE SAVINGS INSTITUTION. 

With sufficient capital on which to commence 
operations and guarantee good faith, with wise 
and prudent management, and even moderate 
custom, savings banks are successful in their 
operations, and are of vast service in the com- 
munity. Chicago points with pride to the State 
Savings Institution. It is the leading bank of 
its kind in the West, aod who can calculate the 
good it has done in the eighteen years of its es- 
tablisbmenut ? Statistics of its business are in- 
deed in existence, but its moral work, not the 
purpose but the*certain accompaniment of its 
mission, is not written in books of record, and 
whe can say how many men it saved from im- 
poverishment, bow many women from misery, 
how many children from unt mely graves ? Who 
can estimate bow maay industries it has saved 
from rum, bow many business houses it has 
aided in the hour of their sorest need? It is 
possible to ascertain the number of depositors 
the bank bas bad, but how measure the sunshine 
waich it has been the means of admitting into 
many a darkened home? 

The history of the State Savings Institution 
is full of absorbing interest. It bas pushed for- 
ward so steadily from modest beginnings to its 
present proud piace, it bas outridden so maay 
financial storms, it has been so like the salaman- 
der tried in fire, it has been 830 ably managed, 
and it has been the treasure-house of so many 
of our people, that it aad its record seem hke 
something to which we micht lay claim as near 
and dear to us. II is. aside from its technical 
name, @ local institution. The measure of its 
prosperity has marked tue city’s increase in pop- 
ulation and wealth. Let us 

GLANCE BACK aT ITS HISTORY. 

It was opened with moderate but sufficient 
capital. and sufficrentiy moderate expectations, 
in 1857. Ever“ old citizen remembers its loca- 
tion in Methodist Churen Biock on Washington 
street, just roued the corner from Clark. It was 
something vovel for Chicago, for it was the first 
yeniurein that branch oi banking which the 
Garden City had seen, and bas, among its other 
distin ctions of to-Aav, tre honor of being the 
oldest savings bauk u tbe city. The ‘deposits 
were not large at firet. but have steadily increas- 
ed, for the people's confidence in the institution 
has been proudly merited ou many grave occasions. 
First came the run of 1861, foiuowed in their 
order by those of 63. 64, 68, 73, aud the post- 
fire das of “71. At all these periods public 
coufideuce was shaken in banks generally, and 
depositors were eager to get their credits into 
ther own cluteb. Like all savings banks, the 
Scate provided ia its by-laws for what is kaown 
as the sixty-day rule, a requirement that, if the 
ollicers of the bank see fit, depositors shall give 
iu writing potice for the number of dars men- 
tioned of their intention to withdraw their de- 
poritey, or gay part of them. Knowing thor- 
oughly its 1esources, the officers of the bank 
feared no runs. T'pey might incdnvenience, bat 
they could not break, the bank, and through all 
these trying times never once did they call for 
the enforeemeut of the rule. More then this, they 
tacilitated the efforts of depositors to wiphdraw. 
goivg to the expeuse of additional clerical help 
to attain this end, and kee mg open their doors 
from dawn through davlight, and deep into the 
gloaming. In the face of such contidence as 
this upou the pait of the officers of the bank, de- 
positors became reassured, and in each case the 
runs were of short duraiion. It was a noble 
record in each instance, but it was during the 
gloomy days which tollowed upon the great fire 
of 18˙%1 that the humanity and spirit of the 
bank's officers shone most conspicuousiy. They 
were days of disaster, doubt, despair. The poor 
suffered with the rich, the rich with the poor. 
‘The hre which had destroyed almost everything 
did not spare the bank-book of the savings de- 
positor. Here was an opportunity for the 
State. if it were so disposed, to stave off 
applicants by demanding the production of their 
evidences of deposit, but it resorted to no such 
plan. It bad shared in the common loss. How 
badly it was smitton it then bard'y knew, but it 
did not propose to gain time for looking into ite 
affairs by prolonging the suffering of the claim- 
ants upon Mt, aod iustantle, and with agenerosity 
which is remembered to this day, took the 
chances of being defrauded, aud paid each appli- 
cant, on bis Own assertion of 1— as a de- 
positor, the sum of $20. Afew days after, it 
adop ed the pian of paving every depositor who 
ape lied, in full, on presentation of his or her 
book. Thus the bank aided, instead of impeded, 
its costomers, and thus it continued the record 
which up to that time it had made.—a :ecord it 
still wakes, and a record which, while the pres- 
ent admirable management laste, it must always 
make, the recoid, namely, of paying promptly 
oue hundred cents on the dollar. 

INCREASE OF BUSINESS. 

Since the date of the State's establishment its 
busivess has, as has been said, increased vear by 
year, until bow it has the largest deposit of any 
savings bank inthe West. In 1860 the deposits 
amounted to $150,000, in 18C5 to $700,000, and 
iu 1870 to $2,000,000. To-day they have reached 
the mammoth p: oportions of $3,825,000. Throueb 
all these years the business in the aggregate has 
Leen colossal, since it has had dealings with over 
a hundred thousand persons, and handled in 
gross between $40,000,000 and 850,000, 000. The 
present firancial condition of the institution is 
abuodantly illustrated by its seventy-tirst quar- 
terly statement, made at the close of busivess on 
June 30 of the current year. In full it is as

There is a fascination about statistics in this 
line which lends an interest co figures that does 
not attach geverally, aud we are never weary of 
learning fresh details of the business.

Tue drayman's accoant may be opened on the 
same page with the clergyman’s, the lawyer's 
with the bod-carrier’s, the hackman's with the 
Justice’s of the Peace,—merchants, bansers, 
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The institution is peculiarly fortunate in the 

high character of the men who are its stockhold- 
ers, and the ability of the men intrusted with 
its management. Amoug the former are such 
men as Robert Bavard and Johu Quincy Adams, 
of New York.

ITS BUILDING. 

The State Savings Inatiiution was originally 

located, it has been mentioned, in Methodist 


Church Block. In 1865 it was removed to its 


own building on LaSalle etreet, etanding, until 
the great fire of 71 leveled it, on the site 
of ite present elegant structure, Nos. 80 and 
82. It was rebuilt in 1872, and reoc- 
cupied in the fall of 1873. It is 
a perfect and beautiful structure, admirably 
adapted by its solidity and its fire proof con- 
struction for the — 42 of the treasure 
which lies within its walls. t is 451100 feet iu 
dimensions, four stories in h ight, cost 8130, 000, 
and is one of the most substantial as it is one 
of the finest of Chicago's many elegant bunid- 
ings. The greatest care was exercised in the 
selection of the material. The construction went 
forward under the daily supervision of officers 
of the bank, and the result is a perfect building. 
It is beautifully fitted, and is supplied with 
burglar-proof vauits of immense strength. 
These may be used by depositors free of charge 
as a place of safety for valuable papers. 
A NEW FEATURE. 

The Directors are no constructing a series of 
superb burglar and fire-proof vayits for De- 
pository.” purposes. All the skill and experience 
which has — attained in this peculiar kind of 
vault-making wili be brought to bear, and the 
pew Depository is certain to be one of the most 
complete affxirs of its kind in the countrv. 

All in all, the State Savings is, as has been al- 
ready asserted, a grand ‘‘ims:itation” of the city.

THE MERCHANTS’, FAR ME RS“, AND M. 
CHANICS’. 


This bank, located at No. 75 Clark street, 
is one of the oldest savings banks in Chicago, 
having been established fourteen years. Its 
standing is of the very best, and its reputa- 
tion among bavks, as well as the repuia- 
tion of its officers among finaneiers, bas dlways 
been first-clasy. Its general business i like 
that of aleost all savings banks, every 
depositor being secured to the fuil 
extent of his deposit, and every dollar drawing 
interest at the usual rate per annum. In regard 
to their bank we cannot ao better than quote the 
following candid editorial from The Safeguard, 
the only especial organ of savings banks in the 
United States, edited by Emerson W. Keyes, for 
many years Superinteudent of the Savings Bank 
Department of the State of New York, and author 
of “The History of Savings Banks.” The edi- 
torial is as follows: 

ALWAYS &.KIVING FOR IMPROVEMENT. 

“There are people in the world who can 
never be content with the pe:formaace of the 
common and orderly routine of their avocation, 
meeting the re 1 expectations of employ- 
ers and patrons by the proper and faithful dis- 
charge of the duties presented to them to per- 
form. They are those who are always studying 
and devising ways in which to enlarge the sphere 
of their activity, influence, and usefulness, thus 
making the most of themselves and of their 
position or department of activity by bringing 
them into rew relations, and to the discharge of 
new and advanced functions in the social econo- 
my. Such an institution ie the Merchants’, 
Farmers’, and Mechanics’ Savings Bank of Chi- 
cao. The above institution offe:ed a prize of 
$1,000 for the best plan of two approximately 
me-proof buildings, as follows: 

One bui ding shall be a dwelling-house, not 
to be lees than 18 feet front, with five rooms, and 
shall coat un not less than 5,500 cubic feet; of 
which a complete building, as per plans, must be 
erected, at expeose of the bank, by the success- 
fal competitor ; also a building of not less than 
four rooms, for dwelling, with store on ground 
floor, of a cubie capacity of not less than 30,000 
cubie feet, subject to the same requirements as 
the foregoing. The successful competitor will 
be required to erect, at prices specified in his 
plans, one or fifty buildings, at option of the bank, 
avywhere within the corporate limits of Chi- 
cago. The model erected by the successful com- 
petitor shall undergo a thorough tost as to ite 
fire-proof qualities, and also as to the action of 
water upon the material when heated, All 
damagos reeuiting from such test will be at ex- 
pense of the successful cumpetitor. The main 
purpose of this offer is to secure ao approxi- 
mately fire-proof cottage; but, other thiogs 
beiug even, preference will be given to the best 
arranged building in the matter of symmetry, 
convenience, veutilation, heating, and drainage ; 
and which—as the purpose is mamly for the 
benefit of emploves- falls in price not above 
$1,000 when ready for oceupancy. Walks, fences, 
and outhouses must be included, and must all 
be fire-proof, or approximately so.’ 

“We might have expressed our doubts as to 
the possibility of securing what is here required 
at the limited cost proposed, but forbear from 
the conviction that Mr. Sydney Myers, the man- 
ager, has investigated the subject and is pro- 
mulgating what is to his mind a practical, and 
not a visionary, scheme. [Buildings have been 
erected upon the prize plans, and are 
Offered for sale for house and lot at 
from $1,500 to 66,000, according to size 
aod location, and the fact bas been 
demonstrated that great confiagrations may in 
future be avoided by app'ying this mode of con- 
struction to buildings of all classes, increa-ing 
cost to an amount not exceeding 10 per cent.

“ Of course, the advantage to the bank, in this 
form of deposit, is, that itis exempt from all 
liability to runs in time of general or special 
panic.

They are redeemabie in currency onlv at the op- 
tion of the bank, or from money received as the 
proceeds of its securities after demand is made. 
But in the securities themselves. the holder of 
certificates to a certain amount may demand 
redemption at any time. It is as though in 
the midst of the panic, a year ago, a bank 
could have said toa depositor who wanted his 
$500, ‘Here is a mortgage for $500 into which 
we put your money ; take this and discharge our 
obligation.’ But we need not dwell upon the 
practical bearings of the scheme, which are 
sufficientiyobvious. We only suggest that many

It is gratifying to see a savings bank man- 
ager looking in new directions for the means of 
averting the evils inseparable from a panic or 
ran, whether that evil comes inthe form of a 
sacrifice of securities, or the leas objectionable, 
but still objectionable, form of arefusal to pay 
in the usual manner, or without notice. 

We know of savings bank officers in this city 
who have given much thougat to this subject, 
and they wall see from the above that others also 
are thinking upon it, and, ander less restricted 
powers thao are conferred here, are giving to 
their thoughts practical form and embodiment.

A Formal Demand Win Be Made on 
the Old Board To- Day. 


The Board of Public Works Notify Them 
to Clear Out. 


Why Mr. Dunlap Was Induced to Aocept, 


He Will Have the Full Support of the Mayor. 


His Future Policy. 


The combat deepens. But no banners are being 
tacked to greasy poles, no bayonets are being polished, 
no raw-recruits are tortured with musket practice, 
there is no smell of powder, no ominous booming of 
cannon, no sound of drums. It will be the odd- 
est battle that ever was fought, and if some one will 
not be ruined by the ridiculousness of the affray, there 
will be no virtue ia Sheridan's poetry and resolutions, 
and still less in Mayor Colvin’s determination to do 
what he can for the city.

an endless din about the Board of Police, But, as no 
such good lack remains in store, the combat must be 
enjoyed while it laste, and the most must be made out 
of it, When Sheridan issues a pronunciamento it 
must be taken fer the Wterature it contains equally as 
much as for the signature of the late Commissioner 
tacked to the end of it like a very long tail 
to a very small site, and any tempestucus 
splurge of His Honor must be taken notice of 
merely for the sake of seeing how much it makes on 
those surrounding bim. Sheridan is just about as 
much accustomed to sly pronunciementos as Colvin is 
to tempestuous splurges, and each will probably vie 
with the other in their accomplishments for at least 
several days to come.

Gov. Hendricks has really promised to take 
part in tue Ohio inflation campaign, but the gos- 
sips say he will reconsider at the last moment. 

Senator McMillan is among the etrongess t and 
most efficient supporters of Mr. Pillsbury, Re- 

ublican eandidate for Governor of Minnesota. 
Ie does not consider the result of the Conveu- 
tion a triumph for Ramsey. 

The Anti-Monopoty Convention in Minnesota 
adopted a p’atform filling two or three ordimary 
columns, aud then adjourned until Sept. 22. 
Meantime, save the La Crosse Kepublican, any- 
body who expects to run on that platform can 
put in his time to good advantage in studying it 
up. 

The Demooratic journals of South Caroline, 
which formerly supported Gov. Chamberlain 
through thick und thin, are fast becoming only 
lukewarm friends. Appearances iudicate that 
an intimation has come from high Democratic 
quarters of trouble ahead for those journals 
which assist in the disorganization of the party. 
It is also true, as the Anderson Intelligencer says, 
that Phe Pa:ker trial, in its various phases, 


aud the failure ef Hardy Solomon’s backing in- 
stitution, are subjects for Gov. Chamberlain's 
protound contemplation.” , 

The city in Michigan most deeply in debt is 
Port Huron, which owes $25.24 ou every $100 
of assessed valuation; but it is claimei that this 
valuation is lower than the average of the State. 
The vert largest city debt is that of East Sagi- 
usw., which owes $24.26 on each $100, and the 
next largest are those of Owosso, $24.43 on each 
#100 ; Ypsilaoti, $19 on each 8100; Marshall, 
$13.18 on each $100; Saginaw City, $13.40 on 
each $100; and Flint. $9.97 on each $100. These 
statistics were coliectei by the editor of the 
Lansing Republican, who took this method of 
showing his tetlow-citizens the consequences of 
ineurting a large bounded debt. He asserts that 
ali the cities mentioned above are suffering now 
ou account of their early extravagance. 


Several papers in Ohio have kindly extracted 


‘ftom the mass of Senator Thurman's speech. for 


the benefit of the Cincionati Enquirer, the fol- 
lowing neat rejoinder to ita threatening edito- 
rials: Another class of editors denounce us be- 
cause we do not surrender our convictions, and 
support paper-money and inflation as well as the 
ticaet, They are not content that we shall help 
to elect the ticket,—they require that we shall 
also abandow our faith; forgetting that not 
three yea s have elapsed since they were them- 
selves among the most ardent and efficient sup- 
porcers of Horace Greeley for the Presidency, 
upon the most pronounced and unambiguous 
bard-money and specie-resumption platform that 
could be written.” 

The political campaiga in California is scarcely 
inferior in interest and importance to the one in 
Ohio, though, in the former State, the curfency 
questioo is not an issue at all. The California 
election takes place Sept. 1, and the canvass 
there is consequently brisk thronghout the sum- 
mer; whereas, in the Eastern States, the poli- 
ticiane do not fairly buckle to their work anti! 
tall. The parties in California are about evenly 
divided; the question of State control of cor- 
porations is of absorbing mterest; and four 
Congressmen are to be elected,—for which rea- 
sons the campaign is unusually aggressive and 
bitter. The scramble for seats in Congress is 
remarkably animated, and doubtless edifying to 
the people. 

The statement of the Worcester Gazefte, that 
Senator Thurman sud his friends will appear in 
the National Democratic Convention like 
„ greesé” on a hot plate, may be ambiguous; 
but we know it means to say that Thurman has 
no chance of the Presidency, and in that opin- 
ion most discerning men will agree. The Cin- 
cinnati Commercial puts the truth foreibly when 
it says that the friends of Thurmau are holding 
his hands while the hog-stickers of the inflation 
party cut his throat, or words to thas effect. 
The New York pa are also severe in their 
comments on the Mansfield speech. The New 
York Times save, If it is not the plea of a pet- 
tifogger and a coward, ic is the plea of a fool”; 
the 7ribune terms it “a melancholy display of 
moral cowardice”: andthe Post was “ scarcely 
prepared for au effort so feeble and a failure so 
miserable.”

MENOMINEE, MICH, 


Corresvondence of The Chicage Y'ribune, 

Menomiven, Mich., July 31.—Three sister 
cities guard the mouth of the Menominee River, 
as it pours its silvery waters into the bay,—Mari- 
nette, Menominee, and Minekaune. Menomi- 
nee, the elder, takes the lead; but they are 
united in interest and in friendship. 

Menominee, bounded on one side by the bay, 
on another by the river, has made for itself a 
place to stand upon. With determination and 
strength it has hewed its way into the forest, 
and made the sturdy pines stand back; and is 
very independent, and proud ef the peouliari- 
ties which give to it its individuality. 

To the south, one sees little belts of prairie- 
land, and trees with fresh green’ foliage, with 
small farms aod pleasant houses; to the north, 
the tall pines, with charred, black- 
ened trunks, with here and there 
a giant of a hundred feet, blacker 
and more solitary than the others, tell how near 
the great baptism of fire came sweeping away 
Minekeune, and pausing on the threshold of 
Menominee. Minexaune has shaken off its 
ashes aud buried them under ubs bew founda- 
tions. ö 

The ubiquity of Chicago people is proverbial. 
One meets them bere at the hotels, on the streets, 
at church; if you accept an iuvitauon to join a 
croquet-purty, you upexpectedly have assigned 
you as a partner your neighbor, hving a block 
from you at home; you piay at chess with an 
old rival, or sit at dmoer with a frend of ten 
years’ standing. Query: How can every town 
in Wisconsiu and Micuigan be filied with Uhica- 
go people, aud any one be left at home?’ 

‘Lhe fact that so many visitors are here may 
be explained on the ground that the Northweat- 
ern Road makes traveling @ laxary, both by the 
elegance of. its coaches and the atienuoa of ita 
employes. Mr. Wright, or some other of the 
obliging conductors, sees that you lack no com- 
fort until ne gives you in charge to the genial 
Station Agent, Mr. George Moraa, formerly of 
Chicago, who tells you how best to employ your 
time. 

Menominee is 60 miles north of Green Bav, 
and 66 south of Excaaaba. Iwo lines of barges 
ruo from this place to Obicago. 

There is such a spirit of fe and activity here, 
one almost fancies it enters the beautiful fower- 
gardens, and stirs the petals with uuvouted Life ; 
it is seen where the reapers are cutting the 
ripened grain ; where sivewy bands are felling 
sturdy trees; where non uus are phy- 
ing iron biows in the mes; in the 
mille which euvirop the city, where huge 
logs are being converted into lumber and sent 
south; io the furnaces, constaniy being fed 
with ton after ton of won ore, and still, with ra- 
pacious appetite, never 

Business is good. The won furnace manufac- 
tures 20 tons of iron daily, and ships it, either 
by water or rail, to Chicago or the Esst. There 
are eight milis upon the river, manufacturing 
daily about 800, 000 feet of jumper, 120,600,000 
for the entire season,—and employing about 
1.000 banda. 

Fishermen along the bay-sbore do an extensive 
trade in shipping sali fish. ‘here is an im- 
mense trade in Cedar-posis, shingles, tan-bark, 
wood, etc. 

Ihe Government is building piers and improv- 
ing the harvor ; there is a 60, 00 Court-lHouse 
belug built; there are fine school-buildings, 
three hotels, and taree bauss; and s rai/road is 
sv0n to De built into the Menominee iron-range, 
counecting witu the Chicago & Northwestern, 

The streets are paved wits sawdust, which, at 
least, Is preferabie to sand, and can claim the 
two-fold vir.ue of durability and economy, 

Tuey have a fine fire-engine, and perbaps some 
day may be able to Ornament tueis streets with 
policemen, 

The Bev. Mr. Fairchild was the pioneer in the 
religious held, and came sowing the seed which 
is already seen in the harvest. Taare are three 
churches,--Me:hodist, Catholic, end Presby- 
terian. Ihe Rev. Mr. Bil is pastor of the Pres- 
byterian, aod. the Kev. Mr. Copp of the 
Methodist. 

The lumbermen are men of wealth, as shown 
by their fine residences, where culture and 
riches have joioed hauds in the embellishments. 
If you put your finger on the social pulse, you 
will bud the same life-curreut courses through 
Menomiuee s veins as through those of its larger 
sister. 

Menominee will long stand as important 
among the cities of Michigan for its lumber, 
its mineral wealth, its ene gy, its men of ability, 
and its accomplisned ladies. „.

It Is Decided the City Shall 
Shoulder the Loss. 


A Move to Let the Fullerton Avenue

Its Own Plans,

A special meeting of the Common Council was held 
last night, President Dixon in the chair. 
DUNCAN, SHERMAN & OO. 
The following communication from the Comptroller 


was submitted: 

On the 27thof July the banking-house of Messrs. 
Duncan, Sherman & Co., of New York, closed their 
doors and stopped payment. 

For over twenty years this house has acted as the 
financia! agent of tne city for the payment of the prin- 
cipal and interest on the bonded debt of the city ma- 
turing in New York. 

On the 26th of June last, I deposited with them, to 
the credit of Chicago City, water-loan aecount, 
$147,552.96; Chicago Municipal Corporation secount, 

119,986.72; total, $367,539.63, 
pay from the water-loan coupon account water-loan 
coupons due July l, 1875, $147,135; commission of one- 
fourth of 1 per cent, $36:.96; and from the municipal 
coupon account, municipal coupons due July 1, 18 5, 
$119,687.50; commission of one-fourth of 1 per cent, 
$299.22; principal of city bonds due |, 1875, § 00, 00, 
The previous balances for payment of J.nuary coupons 
not presented were: Municipal coupon accounts, 
$.,104.:7; water-loan coupon account, $2,572.0i, 

The balances to the credit of these accounts were 
the only fund of the city on deposit with the house at 
the time of their suspension, On the 28th of July I 
telegraphed them for a statement of the condition of 
our accounts, Not receiving an answer, I requested 
George S. Coe, Esq., President of the American Ex- 
change National Bank, to apply again for the informa- 
tion, To tois request I received an answer by tele- 
graph yesterday, which is confirmed by a lerter at 
hand to-day from the Hon. W. D. Shipman, Assignee 
of the firm, The statement of the Assignee 
shows the present balance to our credit, 
as follows: Water-loan coupon acoonnt, 6,0 5, 
including $1,000 to pay water-bond No, 73 E., due 
Jan. 7, 1875; municipal coupon account, $25,971.54, 
including $ 3,000 to ney munteipal bonds; sum total 
of balances, $42,956.04. 

Tue amount of ouisianding coupons and bonds is 
within t lese figures. 

Tuere is a question, about the legal liability of the 
city to pay these coupons and bonds, but there can be 
no question about the moral obligation of the city to 
provide for them. They are held toa great extent by 
sma!) proprietors, in small countries, who are ignorant 
of our laws and at a great distance from the piace of 
payment. Duncan, Sherman & Co. were agents df 
our own selection, to whom we helped to give credit by 
intrusting them with our business fora long term of 
years. A great and wealthy city like Chicago cannot 
avail itself of a technical defense under (hese circum- 
siances, It is enough for us to know that these 
coupons and bonds have not been paid, although 
through no fault of ours, Both ® sense of justi e 
and a wise regard for our credit and reputation de- 
mand that we pay them without delay, 

I therefore respectfully submit the accompanying 
order, and recommend its passage, in which ji have 
the concurrence of the Mayor and Finance Committee,

Waereas, The City of Chicago had deposited with 
Messrs, Duncan, Sherman & Co., of New York, the 
funds to pay certain coupons aud bonds of the city 
falling due Jaly 1, 178, and previously, and at the 
time of the failure of raid firm, July 2, 18/5, a por- 
tion of said coupons and bonds remained unpaid ;

The 
Board of Public Works ought not to have any- 
thing to do with anything that that man Lester had 
his fingers in, Mr. Mackin was a thoroughly respon- 
sible man, and shouid receive the contract, 

Aid. Hildreth said that, When the award to Norris & 
Co. was made, it was not supposed that the same firm 
would come up and get the contract again. He de- 
nounced the flagrant character of the job with great 
vehemence, 

Ald. Bailey thought it was very sus that Al- 
dermen should interest themselves securing the 
contract for Tom Mackin. He had never beard of 
Lester before, and wondered where the rest got their 
information, Mackin owed the city $57,000 ef school 
rent. Why didn’t he pay up like an honest man? He 
ought not to get the contract, whoever got it. 

Ald. Clarke, of the Fifth Ward, said that FitzSim- 
ons & Connell were thorougly responsible and ex- 
perieuced men. 

Ad. Campbell said it was absurd for the Council to 
go into contract-letting.

THE OBERLIN COMMENCEVENT.

Osgruix. O., Aug. 4.—To-day was alumni 
day. Class-reunions, alumui dinner, and the 
address in the evening, made the day of excep- 
tional interest to both the friends of the institu- 
tion and graduates of the several departments.

THE NATIONAL TEACHERS’ CONVENTION.

MiyyeaPo.tis, Minn, Aug. 4.—The second 
day's session of the National Educational Asso- 
ciation to day was attended by nearly 1,000 per- 
sons. After the formal opening of the session, 
Dr. Tappan, of Obio, read the essay, Families, 
Past and Present,” by Prot. Felmeri, Professor 
of Pedagogies, of Klausinburg University, Aus- 

ia. A paper upon “Caste in Education,” pre- 

ared by A. P. Marble, of Massachusetts, was 
also read by Prof. Kissel, of Chicago. Miss 
Grace O. Bibb, of the St. Louis Normal School, 
was then introduced, and for an hour she held 
the audience spell-bound by her essay upon 
„»The Relation of Art to Education.” Prof. 
Buchanen, of Louisville, Ky., then read his essay 
upon Full-Orbed Education,” which by many 
was pronounced to be the finest paper thus far 
read before the Association. Ibe Convention 
then adjourned until the afternoon session of 
the departments. 

The several departments of the National Edu- 
cational Association met in the aiternoon, Prof. 
J. L. Pickerd’s paper upon What Shall We Do 
with Our Boys?” occupying the attention of the 
Klementary Departmeot. Lieut. Schenck, of 
Iowa, rad before the Department of Higher Ed- 
ucation en essay entitled Military Science and 
Tactics in Our Universities and Colleges,” the 
points of which, in the discussion wich follow- 
ed, were sustained by Dr. Read, Prof. Rollins, 
Lieut. Coleman, Prof. Clapp, Prof. Sawyer, aud 
others, and were ably opposed by Prof. Camp- 
bell, of the Minnesota State University. In the. 
normal section the best methods of teaching in 
practice-lessous were discussed by Messrs. Allen, 
of Lilinois, Albee, of Wisconsin, Phelps, of Min- 
nesota, and Lathrop, of Cincinnati; but the 
session was cut short by a proposed expedition 
in force to the Fails of Minnehaba.
